POPE PIUS IX. 



It ia proper under the circumstances to 
notice the remarkable career of a Pope 
wlio bus filled that high position since 
184G, and whose character now becomes 
the common property of mankind. It is 
scarcely possible, standing beside the 
death bed of a man who has tilled so high 
a position, who has provoked so many 
animosities and won se tnuob devotion, 
to discusBliis career with that impartiality 
■which history will demand, or to appor- 
tion fairly the degree of praiso or blame 
which he should receive. Tlioro can be 
no doubt, however, that futuro genera- 
tions will allow Pins IX a high place 
among the wearers of the tiara and that 
while they will not allow the olaims made 
on his behalf by his mo-t devoted admir- 
ers they will recognize his blameless life, 
hia'large hearted charity and his absolute 
devotion to tho Church of which ho was 
the earthly head. 

Giovanni Maria Mastai Ferrotti, for that 
was the name of the Pontiff, was born at 
Sinigagha, near Ancona, on tho 13th May, 
1795. Ho was originally destined for tlie 
army, and would here become an officer 
in tho Noble Guard, but for symptoms of 
on epileptic tendency, which caused him 
to select a less active career. Ho received 
holy orders, and alter exorcising his min- 
istry for a lima in Rome, was sent as 
Auditor to the Vicar-Apostolic to (Jhili. 
Haviug been successively Archbishop of 
Spoleto and of Imola, Nuncio and Cardinal 
ho was on the death of Pope Gregory 
XVI , in 1840, elected by acclamation to 
succeed him. His accession to the Papal 
throno was universally looked upon as a 
triumph of Liberalism and as the harbin- 
ger of better days, and for a time ho seem- 
ed to justify such hopes. He entered 
upon a course of reforms by which he 
hoped to establish the Papal Govern moot 
on u popular but on a firm basis. Ho ex- 
pressed his resolution to extirpate all 
abuses of administration, to withdraw all 
restrictions on personal liberty, and to 
secularise tho local administration. His 
first step to this end was to grant an 
amnesty to all political offenders; and 
this measure while it was doubtless hu- 
mane and necessary, had the result of 
drawing together, in;o tho Roman States, 
a budy of meu whom an unhappy experi- 
ence off n-eigulandsand lilehud embitter- 
ed against tbe existing order of things. His 
first Secretary of Stato, Cardinal Gizzi, 
was a friend of progress and disposed to 
a liberal policy. Under his administra- 
tion the expenses of the Papal Couit were 
reduced, tho censorship of the press modi- 
fied and the Jews relieved from some 
oppressive regulations. The Pope's re- 
form was partly frustrated by the ill will of 
many of his functionaries, who were 
opposed to all innovation. For a time 
this reforming policy carried with it the 
affections of the people, but ho soon fell 
short of the expectations which he had 
created. His popularity had be«an to 
decline even before tho ond of 1847, iii 
the midst of the great political calm 
which preceded the storm of 1848. Ex- 
cited and elated by the French Revolu- 
tion of that year, tho Italian Liberals 
required of the Pope greater concessions 
than he wr,s willing to grant. In Novem- 
ber of that year, Count Rossi, whom the 
Pope had appointed his Minister, was 
assassinated, and an outbreak of political 
violeuco commenced throughout the Pon- 
tificial Stat<s. Fierce demands wetemnde 
upon the Pope for the purpose of com- 
pelling his assent to measures which he 
premeditated, and which he would prob- 
ably have regarded as dangerous to the 
continuance of his temporal Dover, For 
a time ho continued to r< side in the Quir- 
inal, but at length, beco'uiing appreuen 
eivo of his personal s<fi-ty. he lied se- 
cretly fiom Home to Galeta a Neapolitan 
seaport, near tue Roman frontior. Wnilo 
he resided tneie, beneath the shadow of 
ths mo t pronounced despotism which 
then remained in Western Europe, a lie- 
pub io »>as proclaimed in Rome, tho Pro- 
vi-i' nal heads of which proceeded to a 
complete and radical remodeliiug of the 
oivil government of the Stato. The Re- 
public was proclaimed in February. 184'J, 
but in April of the same yearn French 
expedition was sent to Civita Veoohia, 
which eventually advanced upon Rome, 
and, after a siege of thirty days, took pos- 
session of tho city and estub isbed a 
Freuch army of occupation within the 
Roman Stato. The Pope's Goverum- in 
was immediately re es'at/lished, but ho 
did not return to Rome until 1850. Tho 
ill success of his reform me it urea and the 
violence wiih which he had been threat- 
ened completely chauged the bent of his 
mind with respect to Liberalism, and ho 
speedily deolared himself unable to pro- 
ceed with ihe reforms ho had contemplat- 
ed. Alter that titno, for many years, his 
authoiity was maintained without inter- 
ruption, but the discontent continued. 
After i he war for the Unification of Italy 
in 1849, the Legations, Ancona and a con 
biddable portion of the Papal territory 
southward in tho direction of Rome wore 
annexed to tho kingdom of Ttuly, but tho 
Pope persistently refused to acknowledge 
tho cession of any portion of it or to listen 
to any compromise. His ecclesiastical 
administration continued very active, und 
proceedod upon tho strongest assumption 
of tberight of independent action on the 
part of the Church. In this view, he re- 
established tho hierarchy in England, he 
sanctioned tho establishment in Ireland 
of a Catholic University, and condemned 
the educational system of that country? 
He concluded a concordat with Austria 
much more favorable to Church authoiity 
than the then existing ecclesiastical laws 
had permitted. In 1854 he issued a de- 
cree propounding as a doctrine of tho 
Church tho Immaculate Conception of 
the .Blessed Virgin Mary. In 18(10 tho 
Pope issued an anathema or bull against 
those who abetted tho invasion of his do- 
minions tho year pivviou*. This was pro 
bably aimed at Napoleon III., who sup- 
pressed tho journal in which it was pub- 
lished. Rome was deolered the capital of 
tho new kingdom ol Italy in I860, but the 
Pope's temporal power over a portion of 
his dominions continued ten years longer. 
The recognition of tho kingdom of Italy 
by tho Fret. oh court in 1801 was accom- 
panied by tho reservation that French 
troops should continue to occupy Rome 
as long as tho interests which 
caused their presence should not be 
protected by sufficient guarantees. 
Tho results of tho war between the 
E pcror nf Austria and tho allied kings 
of Prussia aud Italy were unfavorable to 



Papal domination. About the'lOth Dec, 
I860, tho French ormy deported from 
Rome, and Italy was relioved of the pres- 
ence of foreign soldiery for tho first time 
probably for a thousand years. In tho 
internal (tdministration of his states, not- 
withstanding the embarrassed condition of 
finances produced by tho ourtuilmont of 
his territory, Pius IX introduced many 
ameliorations and did much for the im- 
provement of tho city of Rome und its in- 
stitutions. In this ho was aided by the 
voluntary contributions of the several 
churches, as well in special gifts as in tho 
organization of the permanent tribute 
called Peter's pence. In 1804, on tho oc- 
casion of the centenary of the martyrdom 
of St. Peter, ho brought together to Rome 
a largo assemblage of Bishops, and Mib 
sequontly ou the canonization of the Jesuit 
Martyrs of Japan, but tho most import 
aut event of his pontificate was the convo- 
cation of tho Vatican Council, at which 
Bishops from all parts of the Catholic 
world were assembled in Doc 1809. Up 
to that time, groat differences of opinion 
had existed between tho Gallican aud 
Ultramontane schools us to the extent and 
nature of tho Papal authoriiy, whether in 
decrees of doctrine or tho government of 
the church. Before this council adjourn 
ed, in July, 1870, it had proclaimed the 
celebrated docreo of the Infallibility of 
the Popo, when on a subjoct of faith or 
morals ho issues a decreo ex cathedra to 
the Universal Church. This was con- 
formable to the doetriuo of the Ultramon- 
tanes who hold that tho Pope is the source 
of all jurisdiction in tho Church, that the 
Bishops derive their power through him, 
from Christ, and that a doctrinal decreo 
issued by the Pope is infalliable ipso facto, 
and without any referenco to tho Church 
or to Councils. 

Almost immediately after tho adjourn- 
ment of the Council, an Italian army oc- 
cupied Rome and proclaimed it tho capi- 
tal of the Kingdom ol Italy. Ju>t as the 
Pope's spiritual power had been placed 
upon its highost pedestal, his temporal 
power was shattered and fell to the ground. 
The Pope renewed, with all solemnity , his 
oft repeated protest, aud, refusing an off 
ered donation aud all other proposa's of 
accommodation, from fchntdate, declared 
himself a captive in'the Vatican, to which 
he has confined himself. In Juno, 1871. 
ho complete.! the :25tli year of bis Ponti- 
ficate, thus exceeding the term of all pre- 
vious Popes. During this present year 
he comploted the fiftieth year of his Epis- 
copate, and that event was celebrated by 
pilgrimages of the faithful from all parts 
of the world, and by the presentation to 
the Popo of many ritdi gifrs. For several 
years the health of Pins IX lias bi on pre- 
carious, but he was usually, until a very 
recent period, able to attend personally to 
public affairs, thanks to an excel ent con- 
s'itution, well preserved by a temperate 
life. Ainid all his trials, and all the 
vicissitudes of a distinguished career, the 
Pope maintained a highly dignified posi- 
tion and was remarkable for his urbanity 
to the last. Ho was a man of a fine pres- 
ence, and was well fitted to make an im- 
pression in his favor ou tho minds of those

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Feb. 8. — Tho Dominion Par- 
liament opened with a speech from tbo 
throno by the Governor-General. Ho al- 
luded with satisfaction to tho sottlomcut 
of tbo fishery question, and referred in tho 
following language to American Indians 
on Canadian soil. 

Early in the past summer a lurgo body 
of Indians under Sitting Bull, from tho 
United States, crossed into British terri- 
tory to escape from United States troops, 
and have since remained ou tho Cunadian 
side. The United States government 
marie a friendly but unsuccesful attempt 
to induce these Indians to return to their 
reservations. It is to be hoped suoli ar- 
rangements may yet bo made as may lead 
to ihrir permanent, peaceful settlement, 
and thus relieve Canada of a source of un- 
easiness and heavy expenditure.

Walkem, wbo was noted for the mo t ex- 
travagant expenditure during bis official 
life, and who weut out of office af er hav- 
ing piled up a debt of about $900,000. 
Admit ing that the G-.vemment are all 
tho Opposition claim they are, hiirely, 
surely Mr. Walkem'n in not the hand that 
shonid throw ihe fiist stone! The debate 
will be continued to day, Tho Govern- 
ment will be Sustained on every tost vote; 
and even if they were to f ul in obtaining 
a majority the country at large stands 
prepared to sustain them.

At Seattle " 7.50 " 

At Victoria " 5 1)0 "

EUROPE. 
London, Feb. 0. — The conditions of tho 
armistice, as far as they affect this part of 
Bulgaria, are that the l urks give up Rust- 
ohuk and Silistria, withdrawing the gar- 
risons to Shun ia uud Varna. Russian 
occupation of Rustobuk und Silistria is 
unwelcome uows at Vienna, according to 
a correspondent there. 

Berlin, Fob. 6 — The German parlia 
moid was opened to-day. In tbo passage 
relating to foreign affairs, tho Emperor 
expressed a hopo that speedy poaco will 
enable the principles oi the Constantino- 
ple conference to be applied and duiable 
peace established .The comparatively slight 
participation of Germany in oastern af- 
fair- allows the Emperor to display disin- 
terested co-operation in arraugoments 
that may bo made by tho powers concern- 
ing futuro guarantees against a recurrence 
of uouble iu the east aud for tho ameli- 
oration of the condition of Christian po- 
pulations. Meantime tho Emperor's pol- 
icy had attained its object, inasmuch us it 
had essentially contributed to the preser 
ration of pence between European pow- 
ers, aud tho relations of Germany with all 
powers remained not only peaceful but 
altogether friendly. 

London, Feb. 7. — Tho Daily Chronicle. 
states that the British government aud 
Russian embassy have both received in- 
formetiou that tho Russians have entered 
Constantinople. 

Couut Selionvaloff heard of tho rumor 
of tho occupation of Constantinople at 
the ball of tho German embassy last 
night.

Sir Stafford Nortlicote, chancellor of 
the exchequer, in reply to tho inquiry of 
Lord Hartington, leador of ths liberals, 
confirmed the report of the advance of tho 
Russians towards Constantinople, Ho 
said: It may bo in accordance with the 
terms of the armistice, but tho Turks uf- 
fec surprise. England has asked Russia 
forexpluuatioua, particularly calling the 
Czar's attention to lus statement of July, 
that Constantinople should not be occupi- 
ed unless the military situation rendered 
it necessary. 

Tho llatise, after a short discussion, 
agreed to tho withdrawal of Foster's 
amendment.

Adrianople, lob. 27. — Delay in sign- 
ing the armistice was caused by the re 
fusal of Seivei mid Numyk Pasha to ac- 
cept the conditions creating the priuci 
pality of Bulgaria which thoy declare 
would be tlie destruction of tho Turkish 
Empire in Europe. Grand DuUo Nieho 
las was not authorized to modify tbe 
tonus, so the negotiations came to a stand 

slill.

London Feb. 7. — The following addi-

ra; Russians to occupy Batjak, Chadmad- 
jo und ThObarkioj, and on tho /Egeau Soa 
from Ruso to Mekri. These tiro iu addi- 
tion to points held by Russians at the sig- 
nature of the uimi-tiee. 

Berlin, Feb. 27.— Russia's motives in 
delaying tho acceptance of Austria's in- 
vitation to the conference is now explain- 
ed. Russia makes a distinction between 
a basis, for preliminaries of peace and the 
preliminaries themselves, Tho basis 
having been signed, Russia is now intent 
upon concerting preliminaries which aro 
to be founded upon these basis only. Af- 
ter tho completion of tbe preliminaries 
only does sho intend to go to tho confer- 
ence 

Another telegram dated yesterday, re- 
ceived last, stales tho Russian govern- 
ment requested Chekmudje lines shall be 
abandoned, vihioh will leave Constantino- 
ple undefended. The Russians had occu- 
pied in considerable force Tohtaldja, 
which is a part of tin* Turkish lino of de- 
fence extending across tho peninsula and 
loss that 110 miles from Constantinople. 
It may be the steps now being taken by 
tho Russians are in pursuance of the eon 
diiions.bnt it appears the Porte is equally 
in ignorance and is perplexed as to tho 
meaning of theso movements, By telo- 
grum to-day wo have asked Russia to give 
us some explanation ou tbo subject, and 
we havo culled attention to tho declaration 



made by the Emperor to Col. Wellesley 
in July last, that ho would not occupy 
Constantinople for the sako of military 
honor, but only if rendered necessary by 
tho march of events. Considering that 
Turkish resistance has ended, it does not 
appear to hor Maji sty's government tkat 
thore C8,u bo uny ne'ecssity for tbo advance 
of the Russian troops. Lord Derby add- 
ed that it was possiblo instructions had 
not beon given Russian troops at ths timo 
tho Layard telegram was dispatched, and 
that tho various steps which were taking- 
place wore not iu contravention of tho 
provisions of tho armistice, tho exact 
terms of which her Majesty's government 
did not know. 

St. Petersburg, Fob. 7. — A dispatch 
receive' 1 to-day from Grand Duko Nicho- 
las announcot that in accordance with an 
understanding between tho Russian und 
Turkish plenipotentiaries, free commer- 
cial intercourse by land and sea will b. 
immediately re-established between Tur- 
key and Russia. 

London, Feb. 7.— In the House of 
Lords Lord Derby, foreign secretary, iu 
reply to a question about this morning's 
rumors, said ho received yesterday after- 
noon a telegram from Layard, dated Feb, 
5. At that time, notwithstanding the 
armistice, the Russians were pushing to- 
wards Constantinople. Turkish troops 
had been compelled to evacuate a port on 
the Sea of Marmora, notwithstanding the 
protest of tho Turkish commander, which 
the Russian general refused to receive.

7 — 0:30 p m.— Sir Staf- 
ford Nortlicote has just announced in the 
House that Count Schouvahiff, Ru-siau 
ambassador, has received a telegram from 
Prince Gortschakoff, Russian premier, 
stating Russian commanders have been 
ordered to stop the advance at all points, 
and that there is no truth in rumors of an 
advance on Constantinople. Excitement 
in tho House is intense. 

The Globe wive: Osman Pasha will cor 
taiuly bo courtinartialed this or next 
month.

Chicago, Feb. 0.— Tho Time/ London 
special says: However public matters may 
be ou the surface it is certain England is 
arming and making every possible prepa- 
ration for war.

.Monday. Feby. 11th. 
Mr. Speakor took tho chair at 2:10 p.m. 

PlilVILEGE. 

Mr. "Walkem rose to a question of priv- 
ilege. Ho considered that tho Houso was 
entitled to know why and when the 
changes in tho Cabinet had occurred. Ho 
bold that the leader of tho Government 
was bound by parliamentary usage to ex- 
plain for Avliat reason tho Government 
had appointed tho hou. gentleman who 
now held the sent of Provincial Secretary 
to that office. 

Mr. Fisher considered tho matter was 
not one which should bo dealt with at tho 
present time. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott trusted the hon, mem- 
bor for Cariboo would give notice of mo- 
tion with referenco to tho subject in tho 
usual manner. 

Mr. Walkem argued that ho and tho 
House woro outitled to know by the rulos 
of usage without notice. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott fluid the last speakor 
know us well as possible that through tho 
influence of Mr. Wulkem and vile slander 
tho gentleman who was gazetted Provin- 
cial Secretary was defeated in Cariboo. 
Tho defeat of Mr. Davie was due to mid- 
night meetings nud all sorts of misrepre- 
sentation circulated by the leader of tho 
Opposition. 

Mr. Walkem— You went up on board a 
specially chartered steamer and tho con- 
stituency took your proper measure. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— I went up by tho 
usual conveyance, not iu a four-in-hand 
drag at the expense of tho country (hoar.) 

Tho matter then dropped. 

REPLY TO THE SPEECH. 

Mr. Fisher in moving the reply to tho 
Lieut.- Governor's speech did not intend 
to oucupy the attention of the Houso long, 
but to ileal directly with the matters al- 
luded to in tho speech. To commenco 
with he congratulated the House on tho 
bright prospects of tho country during 
what he would tortn tho throes of war 
which disturbed all Europe Tho dis- 
creet polioy of tho Government in con- 
nection with the development of the 
quartz mines was one which would 
doubtless contribute in the future to tho 
greatness of the country. Tho rail- 
way question, ho was glad to say, 
now wore a much brighter aspect and 
even if the child was not born wtio would 
seo the coruMeuoeaiont of construction, he 
hoped it would bo seen by every hon. 
member then presont iu tho House. Ho 
was of opinion that a few weeks would uo 
sutlicient to satisfy ull disbelievers. Witli 
referonce to the financial policy of the 
Government, ho was ha^py to say that 
tho Proviuco had been able to borrow 
money at a very favorable rato, and ho 
was pleased to sea that the bonds of this 
little Province had risen from % to 110, 
and ho was prepared to go again to tuo 
samo market for a further loan if it were 
wanted nud he were assured that it would 
bo expended judiciously. Referring to 
tho labors of the Indian Commission he was 
glad to know that tboy had executod their 
duties with wisdom and discretion; but, 
without dilating particularly on the sub- 
ject, he congratulated tho Government on 
the course of retrenchment which was in- 
tended to bo pursued, inasmuch as tuo 
expenaive Commission was not considered 
to bo any longer positively neces- 
sary. After briefly referring to tho fish 
•ries and their prosperity, tuo hon. gen- 
tleman discussed tho dry tlock question, 
and argued that tho work should have in 
tho first instance been carried ou in 
accordance with tho terms of uniou. It 
was now a question whether all that had 
been done by the Province should bo de- 
sorted. Was it wiso to relinquish tho 
$300,000 already invested ? Ho hold not, 
feeling assured that tho Imperial Govern- 
ment would meet the Province squarely 
and fairly when it was seen that tiio dock 
was a work of necessity. It was right 
that the work should be completed as ex- 
peditiously as possible Tho wages paid 
would circnlato amongst tho business 
men and stimulate trade, and ho hoped 
that tho Government would have courage 
to borrow tho money necossary to com- 
plete the structure. He was suro such a 
policy would bo for tho benefit of tbo 
Province at large, and tho sooner the 
dock was built the sooner would aid from 
the Imperial and Federal Governments bo 
obtained. With regard to education, he 
hoped it would not bo attempted to intro- 
duce tho higher branohes of scienco at 
public expense. A rudimentary educa- 
tion was ull the Province could yet un- 
dertake to provide, and in his opinion if 
a pupil showed unusual genius, it was 
always found that private parties were 
willing to put their hands in their pock- 
ets to assist him to higher attainments. 
He hoped, therefore, tho Government 
would exercise duo caution in tho matter 
and not spoil a good pair of hands 
by a system of over education. With 
reference to tho reclamation of tho 
FraBer River lauds tho hon. gentleman 
said it was simply a question whether the 
scheme would prove remunerative to the 
Province. Ho hoped it would, and that 
it would afford employment. Tho labor 
market was well supplied at the present 
tjmo and tho undertaking could conse- 
quently bo carried out now on very favor- 
able tonus. Alluding to tho depression 
in the coaI trade he wan glad that although 
it had affected the capitalists it had not 
operated very detrimentally to tho Prov- 
iuco at large. Tho laboring man had ob- 
tained his usual wages. Ho hoped tho 
consolidation of tho statutes would prove 
of much value to the House and prevent 
tiresome reference to unnumerablo 
volumes. With regard to tho representa- 
tion bill promised by tho speech ho 
thought tho timo had arrived for a ro dis 
tributionof scats, and that Oassiar should 
have at least ono member in tho Houso. 
Ho expressod a hope that hon. members 
would not fritter away valuable timo in 
discussing questions already settled, and 
in conclusion read to the Houso tho ad- 
dress which he had the honor to move, 
resuming bis seat amid loud applause. 

Mr. Morrison seconded tho resolution, 
and said that no matter to whom tho 
or edit was duo ho was pleased to see that 
tho silver lining of the oloud which Jiuiig 
over tho Proviuco a year ago hud at last 
become visible. Whether the bright era 
which had dawned on the Province was 
attributable to the Government or not 
it was a matter on which tho 
whole Provinco was to bo congratulated, 
With rol'ereiico to tho quartz question 
oredit was at least duo to tho Government 
for tho success of their scheme to develop 
tho ledges, and ho was suro that the en- 
tire country would endorse tho grant of 
aid to tho Cariboo Quartz Company, who 
wall deserved that rocognitton of their 



labors. With reference to the dykiDg 
Boheme it should bo approached with 
caution, but if it could be carried 
out without taxing the people it would bo 
right to at tempt to roolaim tho lands. Ho 
agreed with tho hou. member for Esqui 
malt on the subject of education, and he 
ko r od tho Goverumout would put forth 
every effort to provide a rudimentary 
education in preference to ono of higher 
branches. In conclusion ho congratulat- 
ed tho Government on their policy, but 
hoped that they would not allow thoir 
endeavors to develop tho resources of the 
country to flag. Their work was well be- 
gun, but by no means ondod. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem, after alluding to tho 
chunges which had taken place 
in tho Houso since tho last session, 
proceeded to criticise tho speech of the 
lion, member for Esquimalt, and to pro- 
diet tho certain political death of tho min- 
istry. He held that tho credit of the suc- 
cessful quartz movement was entirely 
due to the members for Cariboo, and not 
at all to tho Government. This he would 
show iu duo course. Cariboo itself had 
rejected a member of tho Government, 
nud later on in tho session he would show 
that tho minors had formed a just opinion 
of the ministry. Ho would simply 
now suggest that tho address bo considered 
paragraph by paragraph. 

Clause I. Thanking his Honor for his 
gracious speech and expressing pleasure 
at his Honor's congratulations ou tho 
prospects of tho country passed without 
discussion. 

Clause 2. Acknowledging that the year 
has been an eventful one also passed. 

Clause 3. Which reads as follows gave 
rise to debate:— "That wo assure his 
Honor that the exceedingly favoiablo re- 
sult of the Mining Engineer's labors in 
Cariboo, proving as it has done the im-* 
mense value of the gold quartz veius in 
that richly auriferous district, is a source 
of groat satisfaction to lo us, as it is to his 
Honor; and wo thank his Honor for tho 
expression, that it is undoubtedly an ac- 
ceptable reward to our wisdom, uo less 
than to our generosity, insupporting with 
so much heartiucss tho measure which 
was submitted to us last Session, having 
for its object the establishment on a per- 
manent basis of that branch of gold min- 
ing from which so much wealth may bo 
derived, and by which manufacturing, 
agricultural, and commercial industries 
may be increased and sustained through- 
out tho country." 

Hon. members of the Opposition object 
ed to the House crediting itself with 
' wisdom" and suggested that tho word 
labor be substituted. 

Hon. Mr Smithe said that any altera- 
tion would bo an insult, to his Honor the 
Lieut. Governor. 

Mr. Humphreys submitted that it was 
childish to thank his Honor for calling 
the House wise and generous. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that it was well 
known that the reply was a mere para 
phrase of tho Speech and as such tho 
clause did not require to bo altered. 

Mr. Tolmie wanted to know what would 
have been tho u.-o of their labors if they 
had not been wiso (hear.) It was in 
keeping however with the Opposition 
to raise a useless objection. 

Mr. Walkem >aid it would bo in much 
bettor t.tsto to alter tho wording. The 
clause now made hon. members say that 
they considered themselves the cleverest 
legislators out (laughter.) 

Mr. Evans said he objected to tho clau.'P. 
There was no generosity at all; tho Slo,- 
000 was not a gift, only aloan,»nd he very 
much doubted whether any company 
would r.ocept it. He failed also to discern 
generosity in tho payment of an eugi 
neer'sisalnry for six months. Tho altera- 
tion asked for was nothing but right and 
he hoped the Government would consent 
to it. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott requested Mr. Walk- 
em to produce his documents which he 
(Mr.,W.) bad i-aid would show the Gov- 
er im' but was not entitled to any credit for 
the success of the quartz scheme. 

Mr. Walkem declined to do so at pros- 
ent but promised he would by and bye. 

The clause passed unaltered. 

Cla.iso -t passed. 

Clause 5. That wo mark with satisfac- 
tion that the loan which His Honor's Miu- 
istors woro authorized to place upon the 
London market was duly realized ; that 
the credit of the Proviuco is in a satisfac- 
tory condition; and that the correspond 
once on the subject will at onco bo sent 
dowu to us. 

Mr. Waluem t^aid tho subject dealt with 
was one of vital importance. It was tho 
cash box. of the country— tho way the 
money is expended and tho way it is re 
oeived. It was non-committal, a sin of 
omi siou. Ho could not agree with it, 
as it siood, but would move, seconded by- 
Mr. Heaven, 

"That in lieu of Clause 5 tho following 
bo substituted: 'We uro interested to 
know that the loan which Your Honor's 
Ministers were authorized to bo placed 
upon the Loudon market was duly real 
ized, and that the creditor the Province 
is in a satisfactory condition. But wo 
have to express our want of confidence iu 
Your Honor's Ministers for not having 
advised lour Honor of the urgent neces- 
sity for a far more economical adminis- 
tration of tho public revenue, a- wo be- 
ievo that tho condition of tho Provinco 
calls for a material change in its present 
fiscal system and for a marked reduction 
in its annual expenditure." 

The hon. gentleman said they were ask- 
ed to congratulate themselves on tho fact 
of tho loan being floated at 00 when it is 
now quoted at 110; that is tho country 
only lost. 14 per cont. He then proceeded 
to speak of the increase of salaries dur- 
ing the last two or three years and the de- 
crease of expenditure on public works. 
It was this ho considered showed that tho 
country should not have confidence in 
the Government. This had boon shown 
only lately at Cariboo; the failuro there 
in what the Government considered their 
stronghold was a direct vote of want of 
confidence. Ho boliovod ho would bo 
able lo state at a future dato that the Gov- 
ernment had disobeyed tho injunctions of 
the Houso and had increased the salaries 
without a vote. This was not the only 
warning; through an accident by which 
one of tin! members lost his life, another 
constituency was made vacant, but what 
was tho result? An utter defeat for tho 
Government. Ho considered that th» 
Premier should Iiiiyo come for- 
ward with his well known mod- 
esty and told Mr. Speaker that 
ho intended shortly to ask His Honor to 
accept his resignation, for the Govern- 
ment would find that they neither possess 
oil the confidt nee of the Houso nor of tho 
country. The ruin of tho Province in 
financial ma'tors whs most erroneously at- 
tributed to the Walkem Government, and 
to show that this was not true it was only 
necessary to look ut the accounts. What 



should bo done was to pu f down salaries 
under their proper beading, and not as 
now, when syce; are put clown as light, 
tiro and piovisions, Ac., but this was not 
so much tho fault of tha present. Govern- 
ment, as of tho old Colonial systtrn. 

Hon. Mr Smithe— -Then why did you 
not altor it when yeu woro in power? 
(Hear, hear ) 

Mr. Walkem said ho would not answer 
that question now, but would advise tho 
hon. gentleman to wait till the timo came 
when ho would have to answer only too 
many quostions. Tho present Govern- 
ment had got into power by :i mere trick, 
but they would bo turned out iu tin hon- 
orable manner. Instead of paying off tho 
(Valkem dobt thoy we;ro running tho 
country moro and moro into debt. Ho 
reviewed tho circumstances of tho floating 
of tho loan and considered that if rumor 
spoke true tho loau could have been float 
od at tho price it is at present selling at, 
namely, 110. Ho beseechod aK to ex- 
amine well that most degradiug of corres- 
pondence with tho bank of British Co- 
lumbia, for any ono who reads that must 
vote against a Government which had 
allowed itself to bo made tho tool of by 
tho bank. He moved in tho interest of 
Cariboo that the Government was not tit 
for the country, and in tho interest of 
Kootenay, who had told them it had no 
confidence in them, and ho believed that 
if a third constituency had boon called on 
to voto it would have voted against tho 
Government; butthey could not, they dare 
not try such an issue. Tho Opposition 
were going to put a Whitehead toipedo 
under tho Government and blow them up 
us many ironclads had boen only lately. 
Tho Government were going to have their 
old cry of "We'll lose our seats" verified. 
No member in the Opposition had boen 
asked to resign, while tho Premier and 
other monihers of the Government had 
timo after time been requested by their 
constituents to retire. This they had not 
done, but had remained waiting till tho 
houso should seo thorn where their con- 
stituents desired to place them. He loft 
this question to tho good stnse of tho 
House, Feeling sure that Ibis clause 
'.could not bo carried he would udviso tho 
Government to quietly retire. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott speaking of the charge 
of not retiring when asked said the meet- 
ing was not a largo ono ami consisted of 
noisy politicians who were always oppos- 
ed to him; ho had also received a largely 
signed petition from his constituents ask- 
ing him to retain his seat, and expressing 
their utmost coutideneo in him. If ho 
considered that ho had not the confidence 
of tho country ho would resign at once. 
Ho was taunted with the cry of "We'll 
lose our seats," but what was the cry of 
tlio Opposition but ono continual howl 
for seats? (Hour, hear.) Iho value of the 
loau at present was a most conclusive 
proof of tho wisdom of the jovernment aud 
ulso of the confidence felt in them by out- 
siders, and the Government were to be 
thanked for the high standing of tho 
country's credit which last year tho Op 
uo-dtion had done all they possibly could 
to rum. Be trusted that tho Houso would 
show its sense and puss this clause. 

Mr. Fisher asked w hat would have been 
said had the bonds been sold for 0t> and 
then declined, instead o: rising in value? 
The Government would not have congra- 
tulated themselves then. Tho speech 
made by the hon. gentleman for Cariboo 
proved beyond doubt that ho knows no- 
thing of finance. His Bole endeavor is to 
bamboozle and deceive tho House. Ho 
had endeavored last year to persuade them 
that tho loan would not bo a success; but 
what is tho result? Why our bonds have 
been sold at a uood price ond pooplo are 
now fiuding that the country is iu a gooil 
condition, under a good Goverumout. and 
consequently tho bonds bare risen in 
value. As for the statement that instead 
of paying off the debt of the Walkem 
Government thoy wore running tho coun- 
try into very heavy liabilities, ho had 
jet to learn that such was the o .se for at 
present he was most decidedly of opinion 
that tho Government wore doing their 
best to pay off those enormous debts, 
(hear, hear,) and .it tho same timo not 
to incur uny gr. at liability. Tho ac- 
counts were not perhaps kept as ho would 
keep them; but it did not follow- 
that they were wrong. As this was to bo 
a voto of confidence he felt that it would 
be ouo to tett tho metal of every man iu 
the House. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott bore laid on tho table 
the 4th annual report of the registrar of 
births, doaths and marriages, public 
school report, and the list of voters. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon laid on the table tho 
repurt of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands & Works. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe laid on tho tablo tho 
copies of Order in Council. 

Mr. Douglas said before this debate 
closed he do ired to say a few words as h 
conceived ho should not bo doing his dut 
were ho to allow this address to pass with- 
out making a few comments. Luring the 
past year the condition of tho Province 
lias materially improved, and tho conli 
denceofthe people has been restored 
The first topio his Honor's Speech refers 
to is our mining inte >st, and truly it is 
of the greatest impoi i e.nce to us (hear.) 
Cariboo had received a new lease of pros 
perityand ho hoped before the year closed 
its population would be greutly increased. 
Not only will Cariboo be the gainer, but 
the whole Provinco will participate in the 
happy results In this respect, tho policy 
pursued by tho Government hud been 
eminently successful (cheers.) They next 
learnt that his Honor anticipated the ear 
ly commencement of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. This, certainly, was cheerful 
news and calculated to further buoy up 
tho hopes of every true Biitish Colum 
bian. He believed the Canadians wore 
beginning to appreciate tho great benefits 
the Dominion ut large will receive from 
tho establishment of overland communi 
cation. Tho loan of £150,000 which this 
Province had to place upon the English 
market last year had boon floated moBt 
successfully. This alone sufficiently tes- 
tified to tho coutideneo which even for- 
eigners have in the resources of our 
Provinco (cheers ) As long us tho Gov- 
ernment by thoir good and judicious 
measures benefit tho Provinco, it is only 
fair for every honest man to support them 
(loud cheers.) Besides, apart from this 
very good reason, commerce and every 
industry now beginning to flourish would 
bo shaken and tho whole Province, in 
stead of progressing and steadily growing, 
would be thrown back Every consider- 
ation for the welfare of the Province in- 
duced him to support tho Government 
(renewed cheers.) It might bo said that 
he had changed bis opinions, but had ho 
not tho examples of great men to follow ? 
Did not Sir Robert Peel and Mr. Glad- 
stone change their opinions? Need wo 
look abroad for examples? Have we not 
men in this very Houso who havo done 
so? (hear, hear.) Did not, tuo hon. sen- 



ior member for Cariboo do so ? (laughter 
and cheers.) Has not tho Senior mem- 
ber for Victoria District also changed? 
(cheers and oriea of 'yes,') Ho changed 
his opinions because ho saw tho country 
would bo greatly tho gainer. Ho should 
therefore vote against tho amendment 
(prolonged cheering.) 

Captain Evans did not think that tho 
Government deserved any credit for tho 
prosperous outlook of tho Province, but 
all tho praise should be given to Cariboo. 
Ho hoped thoHous" -..ould show its good 
sense and vole tho want of confidence in 
tho Government, 

Mr. Smith likened tho last speaker to 
Demosthenes, Sir Robert Peel and others. 
His eloquenoe astonished him aud made 
him listen to it with a greedy ear. As for 
tho vote of want of confidence, ho hud 
mado up his mind that he would not vote 
any such thing. Tho spoech is always 
allowed to pass, and if any hon. gentle- 
man did not want to vote he could go 
outside into tho lobby, and thou when 
tho measures came down treat them ou 
their merits. Ho hud onco tnrned'a min- 
istry out and deeply regretted it, as by so 
doing ho had turned a most worth} gen- 
tleman out. (A voice— Mr. McCreight.) 
Ho was ono who was too good to live ou 
earth, and should be in heaven. (Hour, 
hear)

reference to his change of politics, aud 
stated that his (Mr. H.) change hud been 
uu honorable ono. Ho had referred to his 
constituents and told theni what ho was 
going to do at live different meoting;;; 
whereas tho junior member for Victoria 
dared not go and tell his constituents what 
ho wus going to do, and if ho did ho (Mr. 
II.) felt sure there would bo but one 
opinion expressed, viz: they would tell 
him that ho should have voted for the 
amendments. 

Dr. Tolmie stated that ho attended one 
meeting at Cedar Hill, when thohon. gen- 
tleman did not represent his constituents, 
but brought out a packed crowd from 
Victoria to voto for him. 

Mr. Williams thou moved tho adjourn- 
ment of the debate. Carried. 

Tho House adjourned at u:o"5 till 2 p.m.

Death of Pius IX. 



On Sunday morning tho death of the \ 
Popo was announced in the Catholio 
Churches of this city. His Holiness de- 
ceased at 1:57 o'clock on the nfternoon of 
tho 7th inst. At G o'clock Wednesday 
night the Pope felt a sudden suffocation. 
He rallied several times, but said to his 
physicians, ' Death wins this time," Ho 
was alternately lucid and wandering. His 
last moments woro lucid. He said: — 
"Guard tho church I loved so well and 
sacredly.^ Tho immediate causo of death 
was the olosing of the wound in the leg, 
which made tho humors mount into the 
lungs and bruin. The conclave will com- 
mence immediately at tho Vatican. Car- 
dinals Bilio, Brecci aud Doipielo will 
govern the church pending the election 
of Pontiff. Next Thursday, at half patt 
ten a.m., a solemn funeral Bfrvico 
will bo h«ld in St. Andrew's Cathedral 
in this city, with a Bermon appropriate to 
tho occasion. A large attendence is an- 
ticipated. The Sisters of St. Anns aro 
busily engaged in draping the ohurch in 
mourning. 



The Bakk Barracoota. — Messrs. 
Welch, Rithet & Co., Victoria consignees 
of this vessel, havo hoard of tho arrival of 
tho British bark Barracoota, 190 days 
from England, at iVstoria on the 7th iost.
